The State Head Lease. 


We have given our readers a full synopsis 
of the evidence about the State Road lease, 
and of the reports thereon. The case is now 
fully made up. An able committee, with full 
suthority and ample time, has investigated 


result is before the public. The time has 
come to speak in regard to the subject. We 
shall endeavor to do so, justly, and with an 
eye single to the right, and for the public 
welfare. 

While the resolution did not require an in- 
quiry into the facts of the passage of the 
lease law, such inquiry appears to have been 
made, and we are gied it was made. No 
fraud bas been discovered in this, and the 


Democratic measure, and we favored it, and 
we are pleased that investigation failed to 


find wrong in its passage. 
We now come to the lease contract that 


was made. Four out of,the committee of five 
report that in their judgment there was fraud 
in the procurement of the contract under 
which the present lease company hold the 
road. While no mention of the rival disap- 
pointed company, the Seago company, is made 
in the report, certain questions of disapproval 


-lof Judge Reese, the chairman of the commit- 


tee, upon the examination of Mr. McNaught, 
in regard to the testified fact that Bullock 
was offered an interestin that company, show 
that this company had evidently prejudiced 
its claims before the committee. And 
further, a statement of Judge Reese, in his 
letter to Mr. Hill, shows that he regarded the 
present company as being the satisfactory 
one, outside of the question of fraud. 

We have very carefully read the whole 
record. We cannot withhold our admira- 
tion of the manner in which the investiga- 
tion has been made, and we congratulate the 
committee on their discharge of duty. In 
coming to our contlusions, we find that we 
do not exactly stand with either the majority 
or the minority of the committee, but agree 
and disagree with both. 

Upon the matter of the inventory and ap- 
praisement of the State Road property, we 
have never had but one opinion: We have 
believed them culpably imperfect. The 
State’s interest requires a new and complete 
inventory,and a higher appraisement. We 
believe that it should be done by agents of 
the State, and should be done immediately by 
legislative authority. 

Upon the question of security, we will 
have something to say in another issue. 

We now come to the question of fraud in 
the procurement of the contract. In an ar- 
gument of great ability the majority report 
that fraud is proven. We do not think so. 
We candidly assert that in our judgmenta 
very strong suspicion of fraud is established. 
There are ample grouds for a court to commit, 
but not enough,for a jury toconvict. We 
have read and weighed the  testi- 
mony on this point with the utmpost 
care and thought. A man cannot peruse it 
without suspecting that Kimball did manip- 
ulate Bullock, but that fact is not proven to 
warrant the sweeping abrogation of the 
whole lease contract. And the high charac- 
ter of the majority of the lessees demands 
the utmost consideration here. We do not 
propose to discuss this question. It would 
consume more space than we can now give it. 

As we have stated, the suspicion of fraud 
on the part of Kimball is made out. The 
question is, whether the investigation has 
been exhausted, or whether the Legis- 
lature with the idea that further in- 
quiry will be profitable, will authorize the 
Governor to seek the courts to test the matter 
more fully. This is to be carefully con- 
sidered. The magnitude‘of the interests in- 
volved forbids hasty action. 

We have sometimes thought thatit would 
ye desirable to get the public voice. In the 
State elections the vote might be taken in the 
different counties, instructing their newly- 
elected members. We merely present the 
suggestion. 

One fact seems to have been clearly shown, 
and that is that outside of this fraud issue 
the lease to the present company is about the 
best disposition of the road that could be 
made. The lease policy is the right. The 
refital is pronounced by railroad experts a 
fair one. The present company is probably 
the best one that could be formed, reliable, 
and as Judge Reese said, “harmonizing all 
the railroad interests.” Mr. Hill is perhaps a 
little too profuse of patriotism for a lessee 
that has the biggest interest in the lease 
The road is out. of politica, It is 
furnishing a regular income to _ the 
State. The prospects are that the road will 
be kept and returned in good order. The 
lessees, as chiefs of a net-work of railroads 
connected on all sides with this as a needed, 
valued link, have strong exterior reasons for 
keeping the road up, and the brains and capi- 
tal, as well.as the necessity, to spend money 
in combinations that the State could not 
make, to obviate the loss of old business, and 
provide new sources of business.

W. J. Bosworth vs. R. T. Walters and Sam’! 
_ Heys. Quo Warrants, from Sumter. 
WARNER, C. J. 

This was aa writ of quo warrant filed on 
the information of Bosworth, who claimed 
to be the Sheriff of Sumter county, against 
Walters and Hays, who, it is a'leged, were 
exercising the duties of Sheriff of said coun- 
ty of Sumter, in violation of the legal right 
of Bosworth to hold and perform the duties 
of Sheriff as aforesaid. It appears from the 
record that Bosworth had been elected 
Sheriff; that his securi ies had applied to the 
Governor to be released from his bond, and 
the Governor ordgred him to give another 
bond with security within ten days to the 
Ordinary of said county. Bosworth failed 
ww give the new bond within the time re- 
quired, and anew election for Sheriff was 
ordered, at which Walters was elected, and 
in the meantime Hayes had been temporarily 
appointed Sheriff by the Superior Court. The 
Ordinary had resigned his office, and there 
was no Ordinary, as Bosworth contends, who 
could take and approve his bond. On the 
trial before the jury as to the issuable facts 
submitted they found a verdict in favor of 
Walters. A motion was made for a 
new trial, which the Court over- 
ruled, and the counsel for TBos- 
worth excepted. The main question in 
the case is, whether Bosworth’s office as 
sheriff Lecame vacant, inasmuch as there was 
no Ordinary to take and approve his bond, 
as required by the Executive order, within 
the ten days. When the vacancy occurred 
in the office of the Ordinary, by his resigna- 
tion, the Clerk of the Superior Court was 
authorized to perform all the duties which 
the Ordinary could have performed as Clerk, 
and no more—Code 358. The giving the 
bond and security within the ten days, as re- 
quired by the Executive order, was a condi- 
tion precedent to enable him to exercise and 
perform the duties of Sheriff, and if he had 
filed his bond, executed in terms of the law, 
with the Clerk of the Superior Court, (who 
was authorized to perform the duties of 
Clerk of the Courtof Ordinary,) or had ten- 
dered the same to him, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Ordinary to be elected to fill 
the then existing vacancy in that office, it 
would have been, in our judgment, a substan- 
tial compliance with the Executive order, but 
he never filed his bond as required by law, or 
offered to file the same with any 
officer, subject to the approval ofthe Or- 
dinary of the county when elected, 
and, failing to do so, he _ forfeited 
his right to exercise the duties of the office 
of Sheriff, and the new eiection was properly 
ordered. Let the judgment of the Court be- 
low be affirmed.

It was shown by 
the present Clerk, that he, some time after 
the last term of the Court, and Dubose, the 
former Clerk, found the package in an_ iron 
till on the floor, in the corner of the room, 
in the Clerk’s office; that DuBose handed i 
to him, and that it had been in his 
possession ever since, unopened, and 
unaliered. The formerclerk (wh se absence 
was not accounted for) was not introduced 
to account for the package from the time he 
received it in vacation, up tw the time it was 
found in the iron till upon the floor and de- 
livered to the present cleark. In the first 
place the interrogatories were not received 
m court as required by the 3834th sec- 
tion of the Code. Secondly, Stamper did 
not sign the affidavit, when he returned them 
to the clerk in vacation. And thirdly, the 
custody of them was not accounted for from 
the time they were received by the former 
clerk in vacation, until found and handed to 
the present clerk. To allow interrogatories 
to be received and read in evidence under 
this statement of facts, would be to establish 
a dangerous precedent, the more especially, 
when the interrogatories, as in this case, were 
returned by the witness himself, who was 
interested in the litigation as is shown by the 
record.
